Fishlake-Fillmore  National  Forest 

Utah 

Under  authority  of  the  Act  of  Congress  of  June  4,  1897,  (30  Stat.,  ii),  and 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that 
all  the  lands  included  within  the  Fillmore  National  Forest,  Utah,  as  fixed  and 
defined  by  proclamation  dated  July  10,  1922  (No.  1634),  be,  and  the  same  are 
hereby  transferred  and  merged  into  the  Fishlake  National  Forest,  Utah,  and  all 
said  lands  and  those  now  included  within  the  Fishlake  National  Forest  as  fixed 
and  defined  by  proclamation  dated  October  23,  1917  (No.  1403),  shall  hereafter 
be  administered  as  the  Fishlake  National  Forest. 

It  is  intended  by  this  Executive  Order,  for  economy  of  administration, 
to  merge  into  one  National  Forest,  hereafter  to  be  known  as  the  Fishlake  National 
Forest,  all  lands  heretofore  within  the  Fillmore  National  Forest  and  the  Fishlake 
National  Forest.
